IN  ACCORDANCE  with  the  genera lly-recogniz«a  principle  that  titles 
of  nobility  appertinant  to  a  family  in  Europe  9nd  in  use  by  its  successive 
blood  descendants  prior  to  the  year  13C0  are  not  within  any  statute  of  limi¬ 
tations  and,  although  dormant  and  in  suspense,  rnay  be  revived  and  claimed 
at  any  time,  however  great  the  interval,  by  one  entitled  in  the  course  of 
legal  descent  to  the  inheritance  thereof, 

BE  IT  KNOWN  THAT  I,  the  undersigned,  Colonel  Calvin  Kephart,  LL.M. , 

D. C.L.,  Ph.D. ,  of  Shady  Side,  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  United  States  of 
America,  bom  on  May  27,  1883,  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania ,  the  eldest  son 
of  George  Elvvood  Kephart  and  his  wife  Anna  Catherine  (Weisal  ven  Hohenweisel) 
Kephart,  natives  of  said  Bucks  County,  do  hereby  declare,  announce,  publish, 
and  register  under  legal  procedure  at  Kemnath,  Wurzburg,  Ochsenfurt,  and  else¬ 
where  in  Deutschland  this  proclamation  that  I  have  revived  and  claimed  and 
aseyned  on  the  above-affixed  'date  the  personal  title  of  Count  von  (of  de) 
Skl&ldung-Erlach  as  a  part  of  my  name  during  the  remainder  of  my  life  and 
thereafter  in  perpetuity  in  the  recognized  manner  by  the  legitimate  descend¬ 
ants  of  myself  and  my  wife  Olga  Ahlson  (von  Zwcigbargk)  Kephart,  born  on  March 
14,  1895,  at  Portlanl,  Oregon,  daughter  of  Charles  Ahlson  and  his  wife  Marie 
Alete  (Olson)  von  Zweigbergk,  the  former  a  native  of  NorrkSping,  Sweden,  and 
the  latter  a  native  of  Lange sund,  Norway, 

BY  RIGHT  OF  DIRECT  BLOOD  MALE  DESCENT  from  Count  Warmundus  de  Raeut 
(Reuth-bei-^rbendorf )  (c.9S0-lCZ3) ,  of  Upper  Palatinate ,  Bavaria,  his  son  Dominus 
Har&ld  (at  Ohringen,  Wurttemberg) ,  his  grandson  Dominus  Godfred  (at  Wurzburg, 
Lower  Franconia),  and  his  great-grandson  Dominus  (Freiherr)  Hugibert  von  (or 
de)  Erlach  (bei- Ochsenfurt ) ,  Lower  Franconia,  born  about  1030  and  died  1100, 
all  natives  of  Raeut  (Reuthr-bei-Erbendorf )  and  direct  blood  male  descendants 
of  the  ancient  Skioldungar  royal  dynasty  of  Danmark,  as  shown  in  attached  chart* 

WITH  ALL  OF  THE  RIGHTS,  HONORS,  AND  PRIVILEGES  appertaining  thereto, 
including  continuous  use  of  the  original  armorial  insignia  of  said  family  von 
Erlach,  adopted  by  Dominus  Henricus  I  de  Erlach  (c. 1054- 1099 ) ,  a  knight  in  tha 
army  of  Puke  Godfrey  de  Bouillon,  at  the  siege  of  Antioch  on  the  First  Crusade 
in  November,  1097,  and  emblazoned  as  follows: 

Shield:  Azure,  a  fess  argent  charged  with  a  rose  gules. 

Cre s t :  A  fan  of  peacock  plumes  natural,  haft  argent,  flanked 

with  two  horns  azure. 

Motto:  Deus  vult.

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MEDIEVAL  COUNTS  OF  RAEUT  (BAVARIA) 
OF  THE  DANISH  SKI&LDUNG  ROYAL  DYNASTY 


A  Contribution  to  Danish,  Frisian,  Bavarian,  Swiss,  and  Ameri¬ 
can  History.

This  article  lifts  from  obscurity  the  continuation  in  cen¬ 
tral  Furore  of  the  eldest  male  line  of  the  last  king  of  the  an¬ 
cient  Skioldung  royal  dynasty  on  the  throne  of  Danmark,  namely, 

R;  raid  Klak  (c. 784-850),  who  reigned  during  the  period  of  813- 
8B7.  It  is  the  same  dynasty  as  that  spelled  Scyld  which  prevails 
in  the  ancient  poem  Beowulf.  The  article  also  adds  to  the  list 
of  medieval  dukes  of  Bavaria  a  member  of  this  family  hitherto 
omitted  by  historians  and  it  shows  this  eminent  stock  to  be  the 
ancestry  of  thousands  of  Americans  as  well  as  of  Europeans  today. 

The  Skioldung  dynasty  traditionally  descended  from  the  dei¬ 
fied  Odin  (c.640-c.575  B.C.),  who  led  the  Danes  westward  across 
Europe  to  the  mouth  of  the  Elbe  River  about  604  F.C.  and  thence 
into  Jutland,  where  he  subsequently  we s  succeeded  as  king  by  his 
younger  son  SkiBld.  A  Later  descendant  was  the  great  king  Herald 
Hildetand  (c.A.D.  665-735),  the^unigier  of  Danmark.  Still  later 
in  the  8th  century,  the  rival  dynasty  of  Scandinavia,  then 

seated  in  Westfold,  Norway,  conquered  Wendil  Island,  the  northern¬ 
most  part  of  Jutland.  Its  king,  Siegfred,  also  subsecuently  gain¬ 
ed  Schlesv/ig  from  the  Danes,  whose  capital  was  located  at  Leire, 
on  the  island  of  Zealand.  It  was  he  who  granted  refuge  to  the 
Saxon  leader  Wittekind  in  777  when  assailed  by  the  Franks.  Sieg- 
fred  left  no  son  to  succeed  him,  but  his  son-in-lav/,  Oodfred, 
known  as  the  Generous  Usurper,  gained  the  Danish  throne  in  803 
and  ruled  until  810,  when  he  was  assassinated  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  son  Hemming.  His  eldest  daughter  had  married  Falfdan, 
provincial  king  of  Zealand,  traditional  Skioldung  heir  to  the 
Danish  throne,  the  first  Christian  of  the  North  and  the  represen¬ 
tative  of  his  nation  at  a  conference  called  by  the  Franks  in  78B. 
At  that  time  he  proposed  a  perpetual  peace  pact  with  the  Franks, 
but  the  latter  apparently  had  designs  on  the  North  and  declined 
the  offer. 

Yntiii'iS  King  God f red,  nonetheless,  was  an  able  ruler.  The 
fifth  volume  of  the  history  of  Saxo  Grammaticus  -is  devoted  almost 
wholly  to  his  achievements.  His  son  Hemming,  who  reigned  only 
three  years,  is  noted  for  his  agreement  with  representatives  of 
the  Frankish  empire  to  make  the  Eider  River  the  permanent  bound¬ 
ary  betv/een  the  two  nations.  Upon  Hemming’ s  death  in  813,  ruin¬ 
ous  hostilities  between  the  adherents  of  the  two  dynasties  -- 
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the  legitimate  Skioldung  claimants  and  the  rival  dynasty 

-  ensued.  Out  of  thisstrife  the  SkiBldung  candidate  Farald 

Klak,  son-in-law  of  God f red  and  brother-in-lav/  of  Hemming,  emerged 
the  victor.  His  younger  brother  Beginfred  was  co-king  for  a  year, 
until  slain.  H^pa^ds  hold  on  the  throne,  because  of  the  machina¬ 
tions  of  his  uncles,  was  precarious  and  he  called  on  the 

Franks  to  support  him,  but  they  were  reluctant  to  intercede  in  the 
Internal  affairs  of  the  strong  nation  on  their  north.  As  a  step 
in  his  aim,  Kin?  Herald,  his  family,  and  about  400  of  his  followers 
accepted  Christian  rites  at  the  hands  of  Frankish  Emperor  Louis  I 
(the  PI ousl  personally  in  a  memorable  ceremony  at  Tngelheim-on-the- 
Rhine  in  826,  which  is  described  by  Ermoldus  Nigellus  in  Carmlna , 

IV,  283  ff..  Put  it  did  not  prevent  his  dethronement  in  827,  after 
14  years  of  turbulent  rule,  by  the  forces  of  his  uncle,  the  subse- 
cuent  King  Fric  I,  of  the  line. 

The  enmity  between  the  two  rival  royal  families  was  fearful. 
Before  long,  all  of  Herald1 s  family  and  close  adherents  were  exiled 
from  Danmark  and  their  property  confiscated.  The  Franks  then  came  * 
to  their  aid.  Harald  was  granted  the  countship  of  R&str ingen, front¬ 
ing  on  the  North  Sea  between  the  Weser  and  Fms  Fivers.  Concurrently, 
his  younger  brother  Roerek  was  granted  the  countship  of  the  Eetuwe, 
in  present  western  Gelderland,  and  his  still  younger  brother  Hemming 
received  the  countship  of  Walcheren,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Scheldt 
River.  But  Danish  King  Fric  I  persisted  vindictively  in  raiding  the 
domains  of  the  three  brothers  and  Hemming  was  slain  in  837.  He  was 
succeeded  by  his  son  Harald.  This  is  an  ancestral  line  of  Matilda 
of  Ringelheim,  wife  of  the  later  King  Henry  I  (the  Fowler),  of  Fast 
Francia.  Harald1 s  son  Count  Godfred  (born  0.854)  married  Gisela, 
•daughter  of  Lothar  II  (825-869),  King  of  Lotharingia  (Lorraine"',  in 
881  and  their  daughter  Ragnhild  (born  882)  married  Dietrich,  Count 
of  Ringelheim,  c.895.  Matilda  was  born  in  896  and  died  in  969.  His¬ 
torians  frequently  confuse  this  Count  Godfred  with  Duke  Godfred  of 
Frisia,  his  relative. 

In  843,  when  Charlemagne 1 s  domains  were  apportioned  among  his 
sons,  Count  Harald  of  Rustringen  exchanged  territory  with  his  brother 
Poerek  and  proclaimed  himself  to  be  Duke  cf  Frisia.  In  850  he  was 
assassinated  by  the  Franks  in  the  doubtful  belief  that  he  was  not  do¬ 
ing  his  best  to  ward  off  the  attacks  of  King  Fric’s  raiders  on  this 
Frankish  region  and  Poerek  then  succeeded  him  as  duke.  Out  this 
Harald ’s  son  Godfred  insisted  upon  receiving  his  heritage  of  the 
duchy.  Therefore,  when  in  858  a  call  came  to  Roerek  (Purik)  from 
quarreling  Slavs  in  the  Lake  Ilmen  region  of  Novgorod  province  for 
him,  to  go  there  to  restore  order,  he  assembled  an  army  from  Rustrin¬ 
gen,  proceeded  in  859  to  that  country,  and  by  862  had  succeeded  in 
his  mission.  But  he  then  decided  to  stay  there  and  established  him¬ 
self  as  the  first  Prince  of  Russia,  which  received  its  name  from  the 
first  syllable  of  Riistringen,!  whence  he  had  come  with  his  army. 

Duke  Godfred  of  Frisia,  who  about  838  apparently  married  a  sis¬ 
ter  of  Count  Gerolf,  of  the  pagus  of  Instarlake,  his  loyal  vassal, 
and  had  succeeded  Roerek  in  859,  then  proceeded  to  round  out  his 
domain.  He  appointed  his  eldest  son  Wermund  (born  c.842)  to  be 
Count  of  the  Eetuwe,  at  the  ducal  seat  of  Herlspich _ (now  Her wen,

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near  the  Rhine),  and  his  younger  son  Harald  (born  c.844)  to  be 
Count  of  Biistringen.  These  sons  are  referred  to  as  ”Vurm  and 
Hals",  principes ,  in  the  Annals  of  Fulda  and  other  contemporaneous 
writings.  The  duchy  of  Frisia  officially  was  recognized  by  Frank¬ 
ish  Emperor  Charles  III  (the  Fat)  in  882  in  the  memorable  agreement 
at  Hasloo  (Elsloo),  in  Limburg  province,  the  Netherlands. 

However,  in  a  conference  in  885  at  the  ducal  seat  at  Ferispich 
between  these  Danes  and  a  Frankish  group  led  by  Count  Fberhard  (of 
Worms)  of  southern  Gelderland  and  Count  Heinrich  of  Eabenberg,  when 
Duke  Godfred  demanded  additional  territory  up  the  Phine  ostensibly 
promised  to  him  by  the  Franks  in  882,  all  three  Danes  were  treacher¬ 
ously  assassinated  by  the  Franks,  as  portrayed  in  the  Chronicon  of 
Pegino  of  Prum.  The  families  of  the  slain  men  then  fled  fbr  refuge 
to  the  second  cousin  of  the  two  sons,  Count  Godfred  of  Walcheren, 
only  recently  married  to  Gisela,  daughter  of  King  lothar  II,  and 
they  were  settled  on  one  of  his  mainland  manors  named  Paet ,  now 
spelled  Peet  or  Peeth ,  14  kilometers  directly  south  of  the  city  of 
Antwerp,  Belgium.  The  duchy  of  Frisia  then  vanished  and  the  region 
was  taken  over  by  Frankish  counts. 

In  891,  King  (later  Fmperor)  Arnulf,  of  Fast  Francia,  a  Bavar¬ 
ian  b}'  birth,  finally  defeated  a  Danish  army  under-  former  Duke  God- 
f red ’ s  brother  Siegfred  and  the  latter’s  son  on  the  Dyle  Piver,  near 
Louvain,  in  the  present  Belgium.  This  army  had  come  from  an  his¬ 
toric  siege  of  Paris  in  order  either  to  support  Godfred ’s  heirs  in 
their  rulership  of  Frisia  or  to  rescue  their  families  if^the  former 
plan  were  hopeless.  Upon  the  dispersion  of  the  invaders2,  King 
Arnulf  followed  a  common  practice  of  the  Merovingian  and  Carolingian 
monarchs  when  they  defeated  vigorous  small  nations,  such  as  Frisia 
and  Saxony,  namely,  that  of  transference  of  the  heir  to  the  throne 
or  other  rulership  of  such  nations  to  distant  frontier  regions  of 
the  Frankish  empire,  in  order  to  forestall  future  uprisings  or  re¬ 
volts,  and,  upon  his  marriage  into  a  family  loyal  to  or  connected 
with  the  royal  dynasty,  his  appointment  as  a  markgraf  (or  count), 
for  the  better  defence  of  such  regions.  The  following  dynasties, 
among  others,  also  arose  from  transplanted  scions  of  historic  power¬ 
ful  families,  viz.,  Capet,  Welf,  Wittelsbach,  Eabenberg,  and  Wettin. 
Accordingly,  Arnulf  promptly  sought  out  young  Godfred  (born  c.870), 
eldest  son  of  the  slain  Count  Wermund  of  the  Betuwe  and  heir  to  the 
Frisian  duchy  (and  also  to  the* *Danish  throne  if  opportunity  had 
arisen),  and  transferred  him  from  Paet  to  the  Franconian  castle  at 
Rotenburg-on-the-Tauber .  There  he  was  placed  in  the  custody  of 
Count  Conrad  I  of  Oberlahngau,  v/hose  wife  was  Glismuda,  the  king’s 
natural  daughter,  and  who  created  the  duchy  of  Franconia  in  906. 

If  still  single,  Godfred  was  married  into  a  family  loyal  to  the 
Franconian  oomital  and  later  ducal  and  royal  dynasty  and  in  897  was 
installed  by  the  king  himself^  as  markgraf  (or  count)  at  a  point 
less  than  two  miles  east  of  Torchheim,  then  a  frontier  stronghold

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against  the  intrusive  Slavs  and  the  wild  Hungarians,  who  overran 
Fast  Franoia  during  a  period  of  about  150  years.  Oodfred  named 
his  new  comital  seat  Faet ,  after  his  former  home  near  Antwerp; 
the  site  is  located  in  Upper ' Franconia ,  then  a  part  of  Nordgau, 
Bavaria^,  and  its  present  name  i s . Reuth-bei-Forchheim In  932, 
when  Count  Oodfred  was  elderly  and  probably  infirm,  he  was  visit¬ 
ed  by  King  Henry  T,  whose  wife  was  .related  to  him,  and  the  king 
executed  a  document  there  (named  Reot)5. 

The  leading  publication  on  armorial  insignia^  shows  eight 
noble  families  named  de  Faet  and  two  named  van  Faetshoven,  all 
of  which  apparently  centered  originally  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Scheldt  Fiver  and  subsequently  radiated  therefrom  in  Holland, 
Brabant,  and  Flanders.  In  fact,  the  place-name  Faet  was  indigen¬ 
ous  to  that  region.  Whether  or  not  these  families  descended  from 
other  children  of  the  slain  Counts  Wermund  and  Harald,  of  Frisia, 
is  not  indicated  under  their  names  in  that  publication  and  pro¬ 
bably  is  an  undetermined  question,  but  such  descent  is  quite  pro¬ 
bable. 

Upon  the  defeat  of  Hungarian  invaders  in  944,  Oodfred’ s  son 
and  successor,  Count  Warmundus  (Wermund) (c .895-c .962)  de  Faet 
(subsequently  spelled  F.aeut)®,  transferred  his  headquarters  east¬ 
ward  and  during  945-950  established  a  new  seat  and  erected  a  strong 
fortress  or  castle  of  the  same  name  at  the  site  of  the  present  town 
of  Feuth-bei-Erbendorf ,  60  miles  north  of  Fegensburg,  In  north¬ 
eastern  Favaria,  close  to  the  Pohemian  border,  for  the  better  de¬ 
fence  of  the  country  in  cooperation  with  other  markgrafs.  Femnants 
of  this  castle  still  stand  there  ,  mainly  heavy  walls  utilized  in 
the  building  of  another  structure  in  1172. 

Count  Warmundus  soon  became  affiliated  with  the  abbey  of  Ft. 
Fmmeram  at  Fegensburg,  in  which  Emperor  ^rnulf  and  his  father  had 
been  interested  and  where  they  were  buried,  and  his  jurisdiction 
was  extended  by  the  bishop  and  abbot  to  include  the  protection  of 
at  least  17  ecclesiastical  communities  in  southeastern  Bavaria 
(sometimes  collectively  called  Ruit,  for  Faeut)* 1^,  with  his  adminis¬ 
trative  office  at  Vogtareuth,  north  of  Posenheim. He  apparently 
also  had  similar  jurisdiction  in  northern  Bavaria. H  ^or  centuries 
it  was  customary  to  elect  as  bishop  at  Fegensburg  a  canon  of  the 
cathedral  of  St. Stephan  and  a  monk  of  the  abbey  of  St. Fmmeram  alter¬ 
nately.  The  abbots  held  the  rank  of  princes  of  the  empire  and  as 
such  had  a  seat  in  the  imperial  Diets. ^  For  a  long  time,  this 
abbey  exercised  royal  jurisdiction  in  Bavaria,  until  it  was  termin¬ 
ated  by  the  Bavarian  government  in  the  16th  century.  1

Count  Warmundus  was  succeeded  in  sequence  by  his  son  Count  Warmundus 
(c . 925-1001) ,  who  in  980  participated  in  property  transactions  in 
Sundergau  in  connection  with  the  abbey!5*!',  and  by  a  grandson  of 
the  same  name  (c . 950-c . 1095) , who  in  1091  presented  Ruit  (i.e.,  Vog- 
tareuth) ,  in  Chiemgau,  to  the  abbey!-*-*  !° .  A  younger  brother  of  the 
latter  named  Godfred  witnessed  documents  at  the  abbey  during  975- 
1001.'  Thus,  the  old  Danish  royal  forenames  Harald,  Wermund,  and 
Godfred  were  perpetuated  in  each  successive  generation  of  this  family 
in  Bavaria  and  its  branches. 

The  eldest  son  of  the  third  Count  Warmundus  was  Count  Godfred 
(c . 980-1043) ,  who  was  the  last  in  this  office,  as  he  left  only  one 
or  more  daughters.  Like  his  three  predecessors,  he  was  affiliated 
with  and  served  the  abbey  of  St.Emmeram.  His  heir,  Peginlind,  was 
the  first  wife  of  Arnold  II  of  Weis  and  Lambach,  in  western  Austria, 
who  was  markgraf  of  Upper  Carinthia  until  his  death  in  1050.  The 
latter’s  second  wife  was  Matilda,  daughter  of  Conrad  I,  Count  of 
Worms  989-1003  and  Duke  of  Carinthia  1004-1011,  and  his  wife  Matilda 
of  Querfurt  and  Mansfeld.  Godfred  (c . 1018-1056) ,  son  of  Arnold  and 
Peginlind  (and  named  for  his  grandfather"1  ,  resided  in  Upper  Carinthia 
(the. later  Steiermark)  during  c. 1040-1056,  having  succeeded  his  father 
as  markgraf  in  1050.  He  was  a  half-brother  of  Count-Pi  shop  Melbert 
(of  Weis  and  Lambach^  of  Wurzburg,  v;ho  was  a  son  of  Arnold  and  Matilda. 
This  Godfred ’s  daughter  Matilda  married  Count  Fckbert  I  of  Formbach, 
who  in  1090,  upon  the  demise  of  Count-Bishoj^Adelbert ,  inherited  Lam- 
bach  and  Putten  (the  latter  south  of  Wieneijs^adt ,  Austria).  10  Count 
Ottakar,  who  descended  from  an  old  family  of  southeastern  Bavaria  and 
in  ln56  succeeded  Godfred  in  Steiermark,  was  a  son  of  Ottakar  TV  of 
Traungau,  Austria  (died  1038),  and  his  wife,  a  sister  of  Markgraf 
Arnold  II  of  Weis  and  Lambach,  and  thus  was  R  first  cousin  of  Godfred. 

This  elder  Count  Godfred,  son  of  Warmundus,  was  a  man  of  greater 
importance  in  Bavaria  than  is  recognized  historically.  Henry  VI,  Duke 
of  Bavaria,  the  later  Emperor  III  of  the  Holy  Poman  Fmpire,  occupied 
the  ducal  office  from  1027  to  June,  1039,  when  he  ascended  the  throne. 
He  then  appointed  Count  Godfred  de  Raeut  to  succeed  him  as  duke  of 
Bavaria,  as  is  proved  by  a  document  executed  by  Godfred  in  his  capa¬ 
city  of  duke  at  Niwenburch  (Neunburg),  northeastern  Pavaria,  on  Novem- 
ber  8,  1042,  in  the  interest  of  his  grandson  Godfred,  subseouent  mark¬ 
graf  of  Upper  Carinthia. !9  It  v/as  scarcely  to  be  expected  that  Henry 
would  continue  in  the  ducal  office  as  Henry  VI  of  Pavaria  concurrently 
with  his  service  as  Emperor  Henry  III;  such  duality  of  functions  was 
not  customary.  Moreover,  Neunburg  was  only  a  short  distance  from  the

Godfred  was 
related  by  marriage  to  the  old  families  of  eastern  Bavaria. 

Duke  Godfred  had  younger  brothers  named  Warmund^l  and  Herald  (c.<?$6-C.ios\ 
(Herolt),  the  former  of  whom,  like  his  ancestors,  was  affiliated  with 
St.Emmeram  Abbey.  When  on  August  16,  1037,  Count  Bishop  Gebhard  III 
of  Regensburg  changed  the  church  at  Ohringen,  in  Kochergau,  ^(irttem- 
berg,  to  a  collegiate  chapter  and  allotted  numerous  properties  to  it, 
Herolt  of  Raeut  was  appointed  castellan  for  the  protection  of  its  pro¬ 
perties.  He  received  six  other  properties  for  himself  and  on  January 
3,  1042,  jurisdiction  over  his  own  properties,  by  order  of  Fmperor 
Henry  III,  passed  to  Count-Bishop  Bruno  of  w{irzburg .  ^  Dominus  Herolt 
had  at  least  sons  Godfred  and  Herolt,  the  former  of  whom,  while  still 
a  resident  at  Faeut,  married  a  daughter  of  Dominus  Volcnant  de  Hohen- 
hart,  whose  manor  lay  north  of  the  present  Peuth-bei-Frbendorf .  God¬ 
fred  served  as  vice-dominus  at  Ohringen  with  his  father  until  the 
latter’s  death  about  1052,  when,  leaving  his  younger  brother  in  charge 
at  Ohringen,  he  became  a  miles  episcopi  (bishop’s  knight;  minlsterlalis) 
for  Count-Bishop  Adelbert  at  ,uurzburg . 23  His  eldest  son,  Hug ilert  de 
Erlach  (c .  1030-1100) ,  who  occupied  the  same  office  at  Wiirzburg  and  who 
had  been  granted  a  manor  about  15  kilometers  southeast  of  that  city, 
about  1052  married  a  daughter  of  Count  Henricus  (de  Rotenburg-on-the- 
Tauber)  de  Wolf ingen,  in  whose  domain  Ohringen  was  situated,  who  died 
or  was  slain  in  warfare  in  1043,  and  who  was  an  uncle  of  Count  Furkart 
(de  Rotenburg-on-the-Tauber)  de  Komburg. 

Dominus  Hugibert  de  Erlach  and  his  wife  had  the  following  children: 

1.  Heinrich  (c .1053-1099) ,  who  married  a  daughter  of  the  neighboring 
Dominus  de  Randersacker ,  apparently  also  of  Danish  origin,  and  had  at 
least  five  sons,  the  second  of  whom  (Herolt  II,  c  .  1077-c . 1145)  went  to 
Upper  Franconia  about  1108  and  founded  the  baronial  and  later  comital 
family  von  Aufsess,  which  exists  today; 

2.  Gottfried  I  (c.1055  -) ,  vice-dominus  1096  -;  sons  Herolt,  Gott¬ 
fried,  Volcnant,  and  descendants; 

3.  Herolt  I  (c . 1060-1110) ;  cleric; 

4.  Warmund  I  (c.1064  -);  mentioned  in  1096;  no  further  data; 

5.  Burkart  I  (c . 1066-1123) ;  Dominus  of  Burkarterode  (Purkardroth) ; 
through  his  son  Volcnant  (c . 1092-1160) ,  he  was  progenitor  of  the  baron¬ 
ial  and  later  comital  family  yen  Burkersroda ,  which  exists  today; 

6.  Daughter  (c.1068  -) ;  married  Dangmud ;  had  at  least  son  Rudiger, 
named  for  her  uncle,  Count  Poutker  (Pudiger''  I  de  potenburg,  or  her 
maternal  grandfather  of  the  same  forename; 

7.  Volcnant  I  (c.1070-);  Dominus  of  Biebelried,  north  of  Erlach; 
sons  included  Burkart  and  Heinrich  I;  his  great-grandson  Heinrich  III 
was  Count-Bishop  of  Wiirzburg  during  1189-1196; 

8.  Heidenreich  (c.1072  -) ;  settled  in  southeastern  Bavaria;  issue.

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The  eldest  son  and  grandson  of  the  same  forename  of  Heinrich,  for 
their  maternal  ancestor,  Count  Henricus,  served  on  the  First  Crusade 
in  the  army  of  Duke  Godfrey  de  "Bouillon  in  1096.  ^  The  father,  who 
designed  and  adopted  the  Erlach  armorial  insignia  at  the  siege  of 
Antioch  in  November,  1097,  was  slain  at  the  capture  of  Jerusalem  on 
July  15,  1099,  and  the  son  returned  early  In  1103,  assumed  his  baronial 
inheritance,  and  soon  erected  a  moated  castle,  which  stands  today.  Its 
tower  originally  was  300  feet  high.  It  was  damaged  in  the  Peasants’ 
Pevolt  of  1525  and  was  repaired  in  1545,  with  the  tower  left  at  its 
present  less  height.  Tt  Is  owned  by  the  local  Roman  Catholic  church, 
which  uses  the  chapel  for  religious  purposes. 

A  descendant  of  Doninus  Heinrich  II  de  Erlach  through  a  succession 
of  two  Volcnants  was  J^he  minnesinger  Herr  Volcnant  V  von  Erlach  (c.1168- 
1250) (am  Rennweg  at  Wurzburg),  poet  and  master  of  the  zincke  (medieval 
cornet")  and  sponsor  and  associate  of  the  great  minnesinger,  walther  von 
der  Vogelweide,  throughout  Franconia  and  Thuringia.  His  mother  was  a 
sister  of  Henricus  de  Rotenburg,  magister  coauine  at  the  cathedral  chap¬ 
ter  at  Wiirzburg,  thus  bringing  in  Rotenburg  blood  for  the  second  time., 
Descendants  of  two  of  his  three  known  sons,  Gottfried  and  Heinrich, 
adopted  the  surname  of  Herrnzincken,  or  simply  Zipcke^,  pronounced 
Zin-keh.  The  second  known  son,  Volcnant ,  went  to  Mockmtihl,  Wirtt. 

Several  branches  of  the  Zincke  lines  migrated  southward  in  Wlrttem- 
berg  and  to  Switzerland,  where  many  descendants  live  today  (Zinke  and 
Zingg  forms  of  the  name'.  American  descendants  of  the  von  Erlach 
family  bear  the  surnames  of  Erlacher,  tetesg,  Zincke  (Zinck,  Zinke, 
Zink,  Zingg)  and  Oebhardt  (Kephart,  Capehart\  the  last-named  descend¬ 
ed  only  (so  far  as  known  now)from  immigrants  Hethrich  (1752),  Hans 
Jacob  (1752),  David  Andreas  (1754),  and  Nicolaus  (1747)  through  Phila¬ 
delphia,  whose  ancestor  was  Rudolf  Zingk  genannt  Gebhart  (c,1470-c. 
1542),  owner  of  the  Sonnen  Herberge  (inn)  from  1509  and  councilman  and 
judge  in  and  after  1528  at  Rheinfelden,  Swi tzerland These  descend¬ 
ants  are  great  in  number,  as  most  of  the  immigrants  came  to  America  in 
colonial  times. 


Now  we  'shall  consider  the  previously-indicated  deficiency  in  Bavar¬ 
ian  history.  This  Duke  Godfred  appears  to  have  been  slain  in  battle 
with  Hungarians  in  behalf  of  his  emperor  at  the  beginning  of  Lent  in 
1043.  Not  only  has  his  name  been  incorrectly  omitted  by  historians  from 
the  list  of  medieval  dukes  of  Bavaria,  but  one  historian  actually  has 
declared  him  to  have  been  ’’Duke  Godfrey  the  Pearded  of  Upper  Lorraine”. 

A  brief  survey  of  pertinent  history  will  demonstrate  this  error.  The 
latter  was  about  28  years  younger  than  Duke  Godfred  de  Paeut,  having 
been  born  about  1008.  He  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife,  whom  he 
married  about  1032  and  who  was  the  mother  of  his  children,  ws.s  Tda, 
daughter  of  Albert  III,  Count  of  Namur.  He  was  not  a  duke  in  1042, 
when  the  aforesaid  document  was  executed,  at  Neunburg.  He  became  duke 
of  Lower  Lorraine  in  1043,  but  lost  that  office  in  1046.  He  is  not  • 
shown  anywhere  as  having  had  any  interest  whatever  in  Pevarian  affairs 
or  as  ever  having  been  in  that  country.  He  engaged  in  strife  in  behalf

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of  the  papacy  in  Italy  and  in  1052  married  secondly  Beatrice,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Duke  Frederick  of  Upper  Lorraine  and  widow  of  Boniface,  Wark- 
graf  of  Tuscany.  In  1065  his  duchy  of  Lower  Lorraine  was  restored 
to  him  and  in  1069  he  died.  No  relationship  between  these  two  men 
named  Godfrey  and  Oodfred  has  been  found. 

Henry  of  Luxembourg  is  reported  in  history  as  having  become  Duke 
Henry  VII  of  Bavaria  at  Lent  of  1042.  Since  the  aforesaid  document 
was  executed  by  Duke  Godfred  in  November  of  1042  and  he  appears  to 
have  been  slain  in  warfare  with  Hungarians  early  in  1043,  it  seems 
incontrovertible  that  the  time  of  Henry’s  appointment  as  duke  should 
be  recorded  as  about  Lent  of  1043  instead  of  1042. 

Further  proof  of  the  accuracy  of  the  above  determination  exists. 
When  Wolfgang,  Count-Bishop  of  Pegensburg  (972-994),  a  Swabian,  was 
appointed  to  that  office,  which  then  also  included  the  duties  of  the 
abbot  of  St.Fmmeram,  he  brought  the  Abbey  of  Peichenau,  in  Bodensee 
(Lake  Constance),  under  the  .Inrisdiction  of  that  bishopric.  S5  Among 
the  properties  appertinent  to  that  abbey  were  a  community  named  Pohr- 
nang  (or  Poernang)  and  the  forest  of  Hodman,  over  which  Count  Warmund- 
us  of  Paeut  assumed  authority  as  the  protector  of  eeclesi a stica 1  pro¬ 
perties  of  St.Fmmeram.  Tn  1016,  his  son,  Count  Godfred,  the  future 
duke,  who  had  personal  charge  of  those  properties",  was  required  by 
decree  of  Emperor  Honry  TT  to  restore  the  possession  of  them  to  the 
Abbey  of  Peichenau. At  this  time,  Godfrey  the  Bearded  of  Lorraine 
was  only  about  eight  years  of  age;  consequently,  for  this  and  the 
other  reasons  stated  above,  the  Godfred  named  in  this  document  was 
not  Godfrey  of  Upper  or  Lower  Lorraine. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  believed  that,  upon  such  verification  of 
the  foregoing  findings  as  others  may  deem  to  be  necessary,  it  will  be 
agreed  that  the  name  of  the  SkiBldungar  Count  Godfred  de  Paeut  (c.980- 
1043)  should  be  recorded  in  history  as  Duke  of  Bavaria  from  July,  1039, 
to  Lent,  1043,  when  he  was  succeeded  in  that  office  by  Duke  Henry  VII 
(of  Luxembourg)  for  a  period  of  four  and  one-half  years.

The  eminent  Rotenburg  family  to  which  the  above  Count  Hen- 
ricus  (de  Rotenburg)  de  Wolf  ingen  belonged  was  the  second  seated 
at  that  historic  place.  Its  founder  was  Count  Reichard  (c.933- 
c.IOOO),  who  married  a  daughter  of  Count  Eberhart  of  Rang&u  (Fran¬ 
conia).  He  was  a  son  of  Burkhart  II  (c. 896-961),  Duke  of  Thurin¬ 
gia  (906-913),  who  was  expelled  from  Thuringia  by  the  Saxons  and 
from  917  was  Msrkgraf '  in  Nprdgpu  (Bavaria)  and  from  925  Burggraf 
of  Regensburg.  Coimfe^elhna'rcLt;^  wife  was  Rich&rda,  younger  daugh¬ 
ter  of  King  Conrad  I  and  the  latter’s  wife  Kunigundq,  sister  of 
Erchanger,  Count  of  Klettgau  (Switzerland)  and  Count-Palatine  of 
Swabia,  and  widow  of  Liutbold,  Markgraf  of  Bavaria.
